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AUTHOR INDEX (Pages 481-510). The Author Index is published semi-annually as the June 30th and December 
30th issues. Authors are listed alphabetically by last name except for sisters of religious orders who are listed urder “Sister” 
followed by the religious name. The title of the abstract is given after the principal author entry. “See” references to the 
principal author are given after secondary author entries. 


SUBJECT INDEX (Pages 425-478). A cumulative subject index is published semi-annually as the June 30th and 
December 30th issues and represents accumulation of the subject indexes published as part of the precc. ing eleven semi- 
monthly abstract issues. 


Chemical substances are indexed under the basic chemical. For example, 2-(2,6-dichlorophenylamino) -2-imidazoline is 
indexed as 2-Imidazoline, 2-(2,6-dichlorophenylamino)-. However, when the chemical name is also an official or non- 
proprietary name it is indexed as written; for example, Dioctyl sodium sulfosuccinate would be found under D. 


Whenever possible, indexed headings are nonproprietary names adopted by United States Adopted Names (USAN). 
Trade names and numbers of compounds have also been indexed when mentioned in the abstract, usually with a refer- 
ence to the nonproprietary or chemical name. 


When an abstract is indexed as to drug use, therapeutic or pharmacologic activity, the classification system of the 
American Hospital Formulary Service (AHFS) is used. Fertility and antifertility agents, contraceptives, thermoregulatory 


agents, anabolic agents, schistosomacides, antikaluretics, enzyme inhibitors and depilatory agents are additional terms used 
in the Index, 


The subject headings listed below and in the AHFS Classification System (page 420) may be used as a guide 
in utilizing the index. Reference numbers to abstracts appearing in each of the twenty-five sections of International 
Pharmaceutical Abstracts (see below) will be found under that subject heading in the index. A “see also” reference 
number is given for those abstracts appearing in one section that have pertinent information relating to another sec- 
tion, ie., an abstract on structure-activity might appear in the section on Pharmaceutical Chemistry if chemistry were 
emphasized, but a “see also” reference number under the Pharmacology index entry would locate the abstract for those 


interested in that aspect. Additional “see also” references are given for individual index entries, i.e., Drug stability, see 
also Stability. 


The following is a list of all sections published in International Pharmaceutical Abstracts with a brief descrip- 


tion of the abstracts appearing in each section and illustrations of the typical and atypical topics: 


ADVERSE DRUG REACTIONS 

Abstracts are included which discuss a reaction not ex- 
pected or intended when a medication is given in the 
normal dose range and route of administration, e.g., re- 
actions not normally listed as side effects, unexpected drug 
addiction, hypersensitivity, potentiation of dormant or other 
disease state, etc. 


BIOPHARMACEUTICS 

Abstracts are included which discuss the effect of for- 
mulation, physical-chemical properties, particle size and 
dosage form on the body or tissue, e.g., pharmacokinetic 
studies in vivo dissociation time studies, absorption and 
adsorption, effect of sustained action medications, “ge- 
neric” and therapeutic equivalency, drug-complex effects, 
different salts or esters, effect of route of administration 
on action if dosage-form related, etc. 


DRUG ANALYSIS 

Abstracts are included which discuss an assay or analysis 
in which a drug or drugs are quantitatively or qualita- 
tively tested, ¢.g., for content, impurities, counterfeit drugs, 
etc. 


DRUG EVALUATIONS 

Abstracts are included which discuss the therapy or 
specific in vivo effect of an established (non-investigational 
or experimental) drug in prophylaxis, treatment, diagnosis 
or a disease state, ¢.g., clinical cases, dosage amount com- 
parison study, placebo effects, etc. 


DRUG INTERACTIONS 

Abstracts are included which discuss an interaction be- 
tween two or more drugs, or chemicals used in diagnostic 
tests, in vivo (includes interaction of drug and radiation 
therapy) and in vitro (incompatibilities), ¢.g., synergism, 
summation, potentiation, antagonism, competition, in vivo 
drug-complex formation, parenteral admixture incom- 
patibilities, etc. 


DRUG METABOLISM AND BODY DISTRIBUTION 

Abstracts are included which discuss the actual metabol- 
ism of a drug or distribution of a drug in the body, e.g., 
drug-chemical metabolic kinetics, absorption, adsorption, 
excretion, endogenous physiologic interaction, biotransfor- 
mation, test or analysis of drugs in body fluids or tissue, 
placental barrier and transfer, effect of route of adminis- 
tration on drug’s availability and breakdown, etc. 


DRUG STABILITY 

Abstracts are included which discuss decomposition of 
a specific pharmaceutical or drug, e.g., hydrolysis, effects 
of temperature, effects due to container, moisture, etc. 


ENVIRONMENTAL TOXICITY 

Abstracts are included which discuss toxicity due to 
human or animal environment or contact, é.g., occupa- 
tional drug poisoning, pharmaceutical chemicals, hospital 
acquired infections, etc. 


HISTORY 

Abstracts are included which discuss the history of all 
phases of pharmacy and drug use including modern history, 
e.g., history of the law of pharmacy, drug discoveries, 
pharmacy practice, pharmacy literature and art, etc. 


INFORMATION PROCESSING AND LITERATURE 

Abstracts are included which discuss drug literature and 
information and its use, e.g., data processing, reviews, 
advertising, new book and journal references, pharma- 
copeias, drug information systems, automated record 
keeping, nomenclature, etc. 


INSTITUTIONAL PHARMACY PRACTICE 

Abstracts are included which discuss institutional phar- 
macy practice, e.g., hospitals, extended care facilities, 
nursing homes, long-term care facilities, administrative 
control, hospital administration, drug distribution systems, 
pharmacist’s role in compounding parenteral solutions, pa- 
tient care, etc. 
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INVESTIGATIONAL DRUGS 

Abstracts are included which discuss the action in a 
human of a drug that is investigational or not currently 
used in the U.S., e.g., drugs may be included that are not 
investigational in countries other than the U.S., clinical 
trials, double blind studies, etc. 


LEGISLATION, LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

Abstracts are included which discuss legislation, stand- 
ards and regulations, e.g., patents, narcotic and dangerous 
drug regulations, licensure, accreditation, taxation, drug 
recalls, etc. 


METHODOLOGY 

Abstracts are included which discuss new means and 
methods of evaluating a drug action in an animal or bio- 
logical system, e.g., equipment, systems, methods, etc. 


MICROBIOLOGY 

Abstracts are included which discuss pharmaceuticals, 
their effect on or preparation from microorganisms, and 
microbiology important to pharmacy, e.g., effect of a 
medication on an organism in vitro, resistance studies, in 
vitro antibiotic spectrum studies, effect of environmental 
conditions on microorganisms, etc. 


PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTRY 

Abstracts are included which discuss chemistry, e.g., 
synthesis, structure-activity, separation and purification, 
structure determinations, pure analytical chemistry, etc. 


PHARMACEUTICAL EDUCATION 

Abstracts are included which discuss education and train- 
ing relating to pharmacy, e.g., residency programs, tech- 
nician training, continuing education, academic education, 
pharmaceutical research, etc. 


PHARMACEUTICAL TECHNOLOGY 

Abstracts are included which discuss manufacturing, 
formulas and formulations of pharmaceuticals, steriliza- 
tion and contamination, routine tests on pharmaceutical 
preparations, plastics and packaging and numerous other 
topics of a similar nature, e.g., dosage forms, distillations, 
preparation of parenterals, aseptic technique, aerosols, con- 
tainers, preservatives, pyrogens, quality control, flavoring, 
specific preparation processes, antibiotic manufacturing, 
equipment, closures, granulation, powder-flow studies, ve- 
hicles, hardness and disintegration tests, etc.

biochemistry, drug screening, establishing dosage and dose 
schedules, etc. 


PHARMACY PRACTICE 

Abstracts are included which discuss pharmacy in gen- 
eral, ¢.g., pharmacy design, dispensing, professional prac- 
tice, over-the-counter drugs, home health agencies, first 
aid supplies, labeling, prescriptions, compounding tech- 
nique, etc. 


PRELIMINARY DRUG TESTING 

Abstracts are included which discuss an established ac- 
tion in an animal of an experimental drug still in the in- 
vestigational or pre-investigational stage, e.g., animal stud- 
ies on new uses for established drugs, antimicrobial studies 
in animals, etc. 


SOCIOLOGY, ECONOMICS AND ETHICS 

Abstracts are included which discuss the effects of drugs, 
pharmacy, pharmaceutical practice or medicine on 
society and the economics and/or ethics involved in 
pharmacy, e¢.g., cost surveys, error studies, pharmacists’ 
civic duties, effect of disease on society, epidemics and 
eradication, addiction and habituation, drug overuse and 
abuse, health care and plans, disaster preparedness, etc. 


TOXICITY 

Abstracts are included which discuss toxicity, toxicology, 
poisoning, lethal dose studies of a drug or chemical, e.g., 
addiction, teratogenicity, habituation, withdrawal, side 
effects, results of drug overuse and abuse, resistance, anti- 
dotes, contraindications, overdose, etc.
